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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to page 3, the applicant states that Dobbins and Dunne fail to dislose selecting a forward rule 
based on a source address in the packet abn on the incoming service interface which the packets are received. In reply, Dobbins 
discloses selecting a forward rule based on the source address and port which received packet ( when port received the packet, it used 
the source address to check if it is connected to same port with destination See Fig 7A) and Dunne discloses a method and system for 
selecting a forward rule "forward list" based on source address of the packet which is received by the port as stated in the Final office 
action (Fig 3, 8-1 1 discloses a method for selecting a forward rule "filtering" in order to forward the received packets from input port to 
output port, the packet is forwarded based port and source address". In response to page 4, the applicant states, Dunne and Dobbins 
does not discloses calculating forwarding rule. In reply, Dobbins and Dunne must calculating a forward rule and stored them in the table 
in order to use it for forwarding the packets which are received from the input port "service interface" to output port as stated in the final 
office action. ^ _.
